SBC  Receipts  Reach 
$9,471,177  in  1949 

Texas  Leads  In  Total  Gifts 

NASHVILLE.  Tenn.,  Jan.  6 — IBP)— 
Southern  Baptists  were  half  a  million 
dollars  more  generous  In  1949  than 
the  year  before. 

Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall,  executive  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  said  receipts  for  the  year 
totaled  S9, 471, 177  compared  with  $8,- 
865.790  In  1948. 

Texas  gave  the  most — $1,000,000  to 
the  Cooperative  Program  and  $928,873 
for  the  specific  tises. 

The  largest  amount  of  the  1949  rev¬ 
enues  went  for  foreign  missions, 
which  got  $4,630,486.  The  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  received  $1,738,550. 

Dr.  McCall  said  the  money  was 
distributed  as  follows:

Dr.  Nelson  Featured 


Invites  Catholics  fo 
Join  Baptist  Church 

Baptists  Also  Have  Holy  Year 

DALLAS,  Tex.— (RNS)— Dr.  C.  Os¬ 
car  Johnson  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance, 
has  Inelted  Roman  Catholics  to  be- 
eotne  “free  followers  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  Qur  way  of  believing.” 

lie  issued  the  invitation  here  in  re¬ 
ply  to  the  Christmas  message  of  Pope 
Pins  XII  which  urged  non-CathoIics 
to  return  to  the  Roman  Catholtr 
Church. 

“We  are  not  accepting  his  Invita¬ 
tion  to  come  back,”  Dr.  Johnson  told 
4,000  delegates  at  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  Sunday  schocd  con- 
ference.  “We  Invite  all  others  to  read 
the  Bible  and  become  free  followers 
of  Jesus  Christ.” 

He  did  not  mention  Catholics  or  the 
Pope  directly  In  his  address  to  the 
Sunday  school  conference,  but  did  so 
In  an  Interview  that  followed. 

Baptists  could  not  “come  back  to 
the  Catholie  Church  because  we  were 
never  a  part  of  them,”  he  said. 

He  explained  that  Baptists  date 
their  origin  to  Bible  tunes  and  that 
some  maintain  John,  a  Disciple  of 
Jesus,  was  the  original  Baptist.  Tech¬ 
nically,  be  added.  Baptists  aren’t 
Protestants. 

Inviting  Catholics  to  accept  Bap¬ 
tist  beliefs.  Dr.  Johnson  said  this  step 
would  free  Catholics  of  “totalitarian¬ 
ism”  because  In  the  Bafflist  Church 
the  congregations  are  free  and  there 
are  no  church  dignitaries. 

Baptists  Have  Own  Holy  Year 

Dr.  Johnson  also  said  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  is  having  a  Holy 
Tear  of  Its  own  in  1950.  He  pointed 
out  that  approximately  8,000  Southern 
Baptist  churches  west  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  would  hold  simultaneous  reviv¬ 
als  April  9-23  and  that  about  18,000 
churches  east  of  the  river  i^an  re¬ 
vivals  March  24-Aprll  8  in  1951. 

Dr.  Jahuson  was  asked  U  he  be¬ 
lieved  Baptists  could  lay  claim  to 
being  “the  one  true  Church.”  He  re¬ 
plied: 

“You  will  find  some  Baptists  who 
believe  that,  just  as  you  would  find 
some  Methodists  who  believe  theirs  is 
the  one  true  Church.  .  .  .  But  I  will 
say  that  I  believe  the  Batpist  Church 
comes  closer  to  the  New  Testament 
than  the  others."

By  action  of  the  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  Board  January  22  has 
been  designated  as  American  Bible 
Society  Day. 

On  Sunday,  January  22,  all 
iriasippi  Baptist  churches  wdll  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  contribute 
to  the  work  of  the  American  Bible 
Society. 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to 
know  Christ — tbe  one  hope  of 
Bien  and  nations — they  must  hove 


the  Bible.  It  is  the  one  primary 
source  of  knowletlge  of  Him. 

Today — when  millions  of  people 
around  the  world  are  turning  to 
the  Bible  as  never  before  and  when 
there  is  a  severe  shortage  of  mis- 
sionariee  is  many  fields — Bible 
distribution  is  more  than  ever  a 
**mu8t.**  The  Bible  is  the  mission¬ 
ary’s  chief  tool.  The  Bible  itself  is 
a  missionary.  It  can  go' where  the 
hnman  missionary  cannot  go,  stay 
when  he  most  leave,  and  keep  on 
working  in  a  man’s  heart.  Some¬ 
one  must  help  those  who  can  pay 
only  a  part  of  the  cost  and  the 
many  who  cannot  pay  at  all. 

The  American  Bible  Society,  a 
missionary  non-profit  organiaui- 
tion,  supported  by  gifts,  ser\’es  as 
that  “Someone.”  It  aids  in  Bible 
translation,  publishes  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  without  note  or  coiiiineiit, 
and  distributes  them,  without 
profit  and  usually  below  cost,  for 
use  in  mission  work  around  the 
world.  For  the  blind,  it  supplies 
the  Scriptures,  at  a  small  fraction 
of  the  cost,  in  Braille  ami  other 
raised-letter  systems;  also  on 
“Talking  Book”  records. 

Southern  Baptists  recognize  tlie 
American  Bible  Society  as  an  es¬ 
sential  pari  of  their  own  world¬ 
wide  mission  program.  Resolu¬ 
tions  commending  the  work  of 
the  Society  pud  requesting  the 
churches  to  contribute  to  its  sup¬ 
port,  have  been  adopted  by  state 
conventions  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

Mississippi  Baptists  can  be 
counte<l  on  to  do  their  full  share. 
The  help  of  your  own  church  is 
neeiied.  Here  are  suggestions.

Being  a 
native  of  North  Carolina  we  have 
noticed  this  more  than  those  not 
so  well  actiuainted  with  our  East¬ 
ern  territory. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written 
about  the  blessings  that  have  come 
to  the  sections  adjacent  to  I.oiiis- 
ville.  Ft.  Worth  anil  New  Orleans 
because  of  the  stMiiinuries  located 
in  those  cities.  Would  not  the 
same  benefits  come  to  the  terri¬ 
tory  around  an  eastern  seminary? 

We  agree  with  Dr.  Freeman’s 
statement  that  schools  of  the  Clear 
Creek  type  are  needetl,  but  we  also 
need  an  eastern  seminary. 

And  we  remind  our  readers  that 
there  are  other  sc1kk>Is  of  the  Rible 
school  tyi>e  that  deserve  a  giNKi 
word.  Perha|>s  Dr.  Freeman  over- 
looke<l  mentioning  them. 

Clear  Creek  and  other  schools  of 
its  ty|)e  are  doing  a  good  work. 
I.et’8  support  them  and  if  possible 
establish  others.  But  let  us  not  for¬ 
get  other  needs.

Mississippi 
College  needs  to  have  a  school  of 
graduate  study.  We  know  of  many 
Mississippi  men  and  women  who 
have  gone  out  of  the  state  as  well 
aa  to  schools  within  the  state  who 
would  go  to  Mississippi  College  if 
proper  facilities  were  offered. 

Ole  Miss  can  train  lawyers,  so 
can  Mississippi  College.  No  expen¬ 
sive  laboratories  would  be  re¬ 
quired  for  a  law  school.  Several 
other  Baptist  schools  have  schools 


of  law  and  so  should  Mis.sis.<«ippi 
College. 

,  F>ery  argument  for  a  Christian 
college  to  train  teachers,  fanners, 
merehants,  wives  and  bunkers  a|>- 
plies  et|ually  to  a  school  for  law¬ 
yers  and  for  higher  training  in  the 
various  professions. 

Rentember,'  however,  that  “it 
takes  money  to  make  (he  marc 
go.”  Or  as  Dr.  Duke  K.  MeCjilI 
says,  “Who  is  going  to  pay  the 
pil>er.”

The  m&n  who  Is  training  to  be  a  city 
pastor  does  not  need  to  know  such 
things;  but  he  who  is  to  make  a 
“wise  master  builder”  for  the  rural 
field  must  know  both  how  to  plan  for 
and  to  secure  the  fullest  equipment 
whereby  the  people  may  be  led  to 
have  the  “more  abundant  life”  which 
Jesus  came  to  give  them. 

Clear  Creek  Mountain  Preachers 
Bible  School  now  has  a  good  saw  mill. 

The  church  pew  factory  is  rapidly 
nearing  completion  and  will  be  In  op¬ 
eration  early  in  1950.  As  rapidly  as 
funds  are  available,  other  rural  in¬ 
dustries  will  be  established,  so  that 
the  students  while  being  taught  in 
class  rooms  may  also  receive  special 
training  in  the  laboratories  and  clin¬ 
ics,  and,  vital  to  many,  may  also  earn 
enough  money  to  defray  the  cost  of 
their  education. 

Students  trained  in  .such  a  pro¬ 
gram  would  lead  churches  to  con¬ 
struct  modem  and  adequate  houses 
Instead  of  leaving  the  building  to  in¬ 
experienced  carpenters  who  often 
build  a  structure  •both  unsightly  to 
the  eye  and  unsuitable  for  the  work  a 
church  has  to  dp.  Secondly,  they 
would  save  rural  churches  from  twen¬ 
ty  to- fifty  per  cent  of  the  usual  cost 
of  building.  Such  a  trained  missionary 
can  go  on  a  field,  remain  for  days  or 
weeks,  direct  the  building  program, 
help  with  his  own  hands,  and  In.splre 
the  people  to  add  toll  *uid  to  give 
their  money.  An  example  of  this  is 
Percy  Ray  of  the  Home  Board  Staff, 
wlio  u.sually  leaves  the  field  with  a 
good  building  and  little  if  any  debt  on 
tt.  Ck)nstructlon  work  at  the  Clear 
Creek  Bible  School  provides  practical

BAPTISTS  PLAN  COURT  TEST  OF  HILL-BURTON  ACT 


Asks  President  To 
End  Vatican  Ties 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— (RN8)— 
President  Truman  was  asked  here  by 
a  spokesman  for  a  Protestant  group 
to  end  Immediately  all  diplomatic  ties 
with  the  Vatican. 

The  request  was  made  by  Dr.  Glenn 
L.  Archer,  executive  director  of  Prot¬ 
estants  and  Other  Americans  United 
lor  Separaticm  of  Church  and  State. 

According  to  unconfirmed  reports 
Myron  Taylor,  the  PresidenVs  j>er- 
sonal  envoy  to  the  Vatican,  plans  to 
resign.  In  this  connection.  Dr.  Archer 
told  Mr.  Truman  in  a  telegram: 

“Myron  Taylor’s  expected  resigna¬ 
tion  will  give  you  opportunity  to  end 
Vatican  mission  which  is  an  offense 
to  non-Cathollc  Americans.  Now  is 
the  time  to  keep  your  promise  that 
the  mission  would  be  temporary. 

“Taylor’s  office  must  be  closed  for 
good  when  he  leaves.  Religious  de¬ 
nominations  whose  memberships  total 
at  least  seventy-five  million  Ameri¬ 
cans  would  heartily  applaud  this 
move."

Baptist  Record  Writer  Gets 
Humon  Relations  Award 

CHICAGO— (RNS) — James  O.  Sup¬ 
ple,  religion  editor  of  the  Sun-Times 
and  Chicago  correspondent  of  Relig- 
kMis  News  Service,  received  an  award 
here  from  the  Commission  on  Human 
Relations  of  the  City  of  Chicago.  The 
presentation  was  made  by  Mayor 
Martin  H.  Kennelly. 

The  commission,  an  official  dty 
agency,  named  eight  business,  labor 
and  social  work  leaders  for  their 
fourth  annual  awards.  Supple  is  the 
first  newspaperman  to  be  cited. 

The  ciUtion  said  that  Supple  “has 
reported  the  constructive  activities  of 
all  religious  groups  with  honesty  and 
fairness,  has  given  proper  emphasis 
to  the  activities  of  these  groups  in 
inter-group  relations,  and  in  his  deal¬ 
ings  with  all  racial,  religious  and 
ethnic  groups  has  fulfilled  the  highest 
democratic  ideals.”

Paper  Prices  Remain  High 

One  of  the  reasons  that  religious 
papers  are  having  a  hard  time  making 
both  ends  meet  is  the  fact  that  while 
prices  on  most  British  and  Canadian 
goods  have  come  down  as  a  result  of 
the  pound’s  devaluation,  the  Canad¬ 
ian  newsprint  companies  which  usual¬ 
ly  operate  as  a  cabal,  have  flatly  de¬ 
cided  not  to  reduce  prices  to  American 
papers.  In  other  words,  the  highest 
newsprint  contract  prices  in  history 
will  continue. 

’This  means  that  the  profits  of  Ca¬ 
nadian  newsprint  companies  will  con¬ 
tinue  at  their  highest  peak. 

As  an  example  of  high  prices,  con¬ 
sider  the  fact  that  between  1945  and 
1948,  Canadian  newsprint  prices 
Boomed  from  $28.50  a  ton  to  $100  per 
ton,  with  profits  almost  trebling.  Here 
are  two  examples  of  the  way  profits 
have  increased.  Profits  of  such  big 
companies  as  Abitibi  increased  from 
$10,101,512  in  1945  to  $25,237,584  in 
1948.  Consolidated  profits  rose  from 
$10,539,451  to  $25,116,345. 


Bandhalders  Repaid 
By  Church  Members 

MURFREESBORO,  Tenn.— (RNS)— 
Bondholders  who  lost  heavily  when 
First  Baptist  church  here  wa  sin  fi¬ 
nancial  difficulties  during  the  depres¬ 
sion  4iave  been  paid  in  full  by  the 
church  members. 

The  churchmen  were  not  legally 
obligated  to  pay  the  debt,  but  the 
Zaccheus  club,  organized  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  has  been  raising  payment  funds 
for  several  years. 

In  the  thirties,  17  holders  of  $44^200 
in  bonds,  which  had  been  used  to 
help  finance  construction  of  the 
building,  foreclosed  after  the  church 
was  unable  to  meet  its  obligations 
over  a  prolonged  period. 

The  congregation  vacated,  the 
church  wsis  sold  in  court  and  bought 
by  the  same  bondholders.  Church 
members  later  raised  money  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  church  back  for  $35,000,  the 
bondholders  losing  about  $14,000  in 
the  transaction. 


DALLAS,  Tex.  —  (RNS)  —  Southern 
Baptists  will  cooperate  with  a  pro¬ 
posed  court  test  of  the  Hill-Burton 
Act  which  allows  federal  aid  to 
church-owned  hospitals. 

The  disclosure  was  made  here  by 
Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall  of  Nashville. 
Tenn.,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  execu¬ 
tive  committee. 

Dr.  McCall  said  in  an  interview 
that  the  executive  committee  had  ac¬ 
cepted  the  opinion  of  a  legal  firm 
that  the  act  violates  the  first  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  constitution. 

He  said  the  legal  opinion  on  the  act 
was  prepared  for  the  Baptist  Joint 
Conference  Committee  office  main¬ 
tained  by  four  national  Baptist  bodies 
in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Joint  Committee  To  Lead  Fight 

The  Joint  C^jmmlttee  office,  he  said, 
would  lead  the  court  fight.  Dr.  Jos¬ 
eph  M.  Dawson  is  executive  director  of 
the  Joint  Committee,  which  acts  for 
the  four  Baptist  bodies  on  legislative 
and  public  relation  matters. 

Dr.  McCall  noted  that  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  executive  com¬ 
mittee’s  action  in  accepting  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  legal  firm  marked  a  depar¬ 
ture  from  the  Convention’s  stand  on 
the  Hill-Burton  Act  as  it  relates  to 
aid  for  church-owned  hospitals. 

Heretofore,  he  explained,  the  Con¬ 
vention  had  viewed  federal  aid  to 
church-owned  hospitals  as  un-Bap- 
tist.  From  now  on,  he  added.  It  will 
be  viewed  as  illegal. 

S.B.C.  Expected  To  Take  Action 

It  Is  likely.  Dr.  McCall  went  on,  that 
the  entire  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  will  be  asked  to  adopt  a  re.solu- 
tlon  to  this  effect  at  Its  next  annual 
bu.sine.ss  meeting  in  Chicago  next 
spring. 

The  Hill-Burton  Act  was  recently 


extended  for  live  years  and  doubled 
its  annual  aid  to  states  from  $75,000,- 
000  to  $150,000,000  for  “public  and 
other  non-profit  hospitals." 

A  “non-profit”  hospital  is  dcRned 
in  the  Act  as  any  hospital  “which  is 
owned  and  operated  by  one  or  more 
non-profit  corporations  or  associa¬ 
tions  no  part  of  the  net  earnings  of 
which  inures,  or  may  lawfully  inure, 
to  the  benefit  of  any  private  share¬ 
holder  or  individual.” 

Federal  money  for  hospital  con¬ 
struction  is  administered  by  state 
agencies.  The  act  says  federal  grants 
may  range  from  one-third  to  two- 
thirds  of  the  total  costs.

The  Rev.  Paul  A.  Fleming,  pas¬ 
tor,  said  there  were  three  union  and 
two  non-union  men  helping  in  the 
construction  “when  a  union  repre¬ 
sentative  said  that  if  we  paid  men 
on  the  job  we’d  have  to  have  only 
union  members.” 

‘‘We  can’t  very  well  discriminate 
against  our  non-union  church  mem¬ 
bers,”  he  added.  “The  union  men 
had  to  quit.”

A  poll  o(  1100  Baptist  Pastors  indl- 
sated  that  nearly  one-fourth  of  them 
desired  that  the  Southern  Baptist 
Oonvention  should  meet  la  San  Fran* 
ilseo  In  1951.  More  than  three-fourths 

the  1100  did  not  vote  to  fo  to  San 
Ptanclsco.  A  total  of  400  out  of  the 
1100  cast  their  ballots,  IM  voted  na 
Hie  other  700  who  did  not  express  a 
desire  to  go  to  San  Francisco  evident¬ 
ly  desired  a  convention  somewhere 
near  where  the  bulk  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  reside.  Strange  te  say  the  tan- 
pression  got  eat,  and  Is  broadly  Hr- 
calated  that  a  poll  of  1100  Baptists  In¬ 
dicated  a  K  percent  majority  vote 
for  the  California  site. 

On  the  poU  card  no  alternative 
choice  was  asked.  Of  course  the  TOO 
who  did  not  vote  desired  either  Fort 
Worth,  Houston  or  Atlanta  where 
Baptist  leaders  have  expressed  a  de¬ 
sire  for  the  1951  convention.  It  Is  rea¬ 
sonable  to  understand  that  this  poll 
of  1100  Baptist  pastors  Indicating  a 
300  percent  majority  who  did  not  de¬ 
sire  San  Francisco  Instead  of  indicat¬ 
ed  a  66  percent  majority  for  San 
Francisco.  Moreover,  the  ballot  card 
stated  that  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  voted  to  go  to  San  Francisco. 
Far  from  it,  there  were  8,750  messen¬ 
gers  registered  in  Oklahoma  City,  only 
875  voted  to  go  to  San  Francisco.  That 
Is  one-tenth  of  the  convention  voted 
It.  Unprecedented  rain  storms  cut 
down  the  attendance.  Most  of  the 
messengers  were  in  homes  from  one 
lo  ten  miles  distant.  City  busses  were 
crippled  by  water,  tax  hire  for  several 
miles  WM  very  expensive. 

Gallup  polls  give  an  alternate 
choice.  Mr.  Gallup’s  polls  Indicated 
the  election  by  a  tremendous  major¬ 
ity  of  Governor  Dewey  for  President 
of  the  United  States;  election  day 
proved  such  polls  a  tremendous  fail¬ 
ure,  yet  the  ballot  he  sent  out  was  a 
much  fairer  test  than  the  one  on  the 
San  Francisco  question.  It  was  widely 
known  that  the  leaders  in  Fort  Worth, 
Houston  and  Atlanta  desired  the  1951 
convention.  The  700  of  the  1100  who 
did  not  vote  evidently  favor  one  of 
these  three  cities.  This  late  poll  clear¬ 
ly  show  that  most  Southern  Baptist 
pastors  do  not  desire  to  go  to  San 
Francisco.  If  they  had  such  a  desire 
they  would  have  dropped  the  ballot 
postcard  in  the  mall. 

Those  who  do  not  put  Che  Interest 
of  bod’s  kingdom  above  semi-trans- 
oontlnental  touring  pleasure  should 
give  up  such  notions.  The  convention 
should  meet  somewhere'  near  where 
the  bulk  of  our  people  reside. 

The  poll  was  exceedingly  partial. 
Ballots  were  sent  to  pastors  only.  Pas¬ 
tors  mostly  have  their  expenses  paid 
by  their  churches.  If  the  church  bud¬ 
get  is  proportionately  divided  between”' 
local  and  missionary  causes,  a  large 
amount  of  the  multi-mlllion-dollar 
cost  of  the  selm  continental  tour  will 
come  out  of  mission  money.  Laymen 
will  have  to  foot  the  bill  for  the  pas¬ 
tors  and  themselves  also.  Why  were 
ballots  withheld  from  them  and  sent 
only  to  those  whose  expenses  were 
subsidized?  Not  one  Baptist  out  of 
8,978,000  who  are  not  putors  was  sent 
a  ballot,  therefore,  the  poll  is  worth¬ 
less  as  far  as  registering  Baptist  opln- 
kem  le  concerned.

During  the  past  few  years  our 
Southern  Baptist  churches  have  drift¬ 
ed  into  the  hurtful  custom  of  limiting 
our  revivals  to  one  week  or  eight 
days.  Below  we  sight  seven  causes: 

1.  During  the  war  we  had  gasoline 
rationing;  our  people  were  busy,  and 
they  felt  the^  could  give  but  one 
week  for  a  revival.  This  condition  no 
longer  exists.  Our  people  are  not  so 
busy  now.  They'  are  going  to  other 
places.  Sporting  events  and  places  of 
amusement  are  having  their  greatest 
attendance.  We  have  the  five  day 
work  week  back.  If  you  think  your 
people  are  staying  at  home  at  night, 
just  go  out  and  try  to  visit  them  at 
night  and  see  how  few  you  find  at 
home. 

3.  Laziness  and  Indifference  on  the 
part  of  our  people  toward  a  lost  world 
and  their  duty  to  God  is  another  fac¬ 
tor.  This  has  caused  them  to  be  un¬ 
willing  to  put  forth  a  real  effort  in 
a  revival  lasting  two  weeks.  Instead 
of  giving  in.  we  ought  to  challenge 
our  people  and  call  them  back  to  God 
and  their  responsibility  to  Him  and  a 
lost  world. 

3.  A  third  cause  is  the  p<x)r  atten¬ 
dance  many  churches  have  on  the 
week  nights  during  the  second  week 
of  a  revival.  This  can  be  remedied  by 
mobilizing  the  forces  and  organiza¬ 
tions  we  now  have  in  our  churches. 
On  pages  103  and  131  of  the  book,  en¬ 
titled  TTie  Southern  BaptUt  Program 
of  EvangelLsm,  by  C.  E.  Matthews,  will 
be  found  workable  plans  for  mobiliz¬ 
ing  our  people  through  the  organiza¬ 
tions  in  our  churches. 

In  a  two  weeks  revival  the  evange¬ 
list  can  use  the  first  week  as  a  time 
•f  sowing,  arousing  concern  in  the 
hearts  of  God’s  people.  A  two  weeks 
revival  will  give  the  Holy  Spirit  time 
to  bring  conviction  to  thq.  hearts  of 
the  lost,  the  cold,  and  the  indifferent. 
The  second  week  will  then  be  a  great 
time  of  reaping. 

A  two  weeks  revival  will  enable  our 
churches  to  reach  more  people  for 
Christ.  The  writer  has  had  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  conducting  more  than  four 
hundred  revival  meetings.  Ninety- 
nine  percent  of  them  have  been  for 
a  period  of  two  weeks  and  some  of 
them  for  a  period  of  three  weeks.  It 
has  been  our  experience  that  at  the 
close  of  the  .services  of  the  middle 
Sunday  of  a  two  weeks  revival  sve 
can  total  the  number  of  additions  we 
have  had,  and  that  total  will  be  about 
sixty  percent  of  the  total  additions 
we  will  have  in  that  two  weeks  re¬ 
vival  meeting.  If  the.se  four  hundred 
revival  meetings  had  been  limited  to 
eight  days  each,  forty  percent  of  the 
people  that  we  have  reached  would 
not  have  been  reached. 

It  Is  the  hope  that,  during  the  two 
great  simultaneous  crusades  which 
Southern  Batpists  will  undertake  dur¬ 
ing  1950  and  1951,  every  church  will 
go  in  for  the  full  two  weeks  of  the

Blue  Mtn.  College 
To  Discontinue 
Summer  School 


BLUE  MOUNTAIN.  Miss.,  Jan.  4— 
At  the  regular  annual  session  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Blue  Mountain 
College  in  December,  upon  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  President  Lawrence  T. 
Lowrey,  the  board  voted  to  discon¬ 
tinue  the  college’s  summer  session 
which  has  been  held  for  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  When  it  was 
begun  in  1922  a  large  percentage  of 
Mississippi  public  school  teachers  did 
not  have  college  degrees  and  there 
were  many  in-service  and  prospective 
teachers  who  wanted  to  take  under¬ 
graduate  college  courses  during  the 
summers.  As  a  larger  proportion  of 
public  sch(x>l  teachers  earned  their 
degrees  the  desirability  of  maintain¬ 
ing  an  undergraduate  summer  ses¬ 
sion  decreased. 

Provisions  will  be  made  for  stu¬ 
dents  who  had  planned  to  graduate 
at  the  close  of  summer  sch(x>l  this 
year  or  next.

GET  READY  TO  VOTE 

It  k  very  Important  that  we  get 
our  Christian  people  to  pay  their  poll 
tax  and  register,  thus  qualifying 
themselves  to  vote.  In  a  democratic 
form  of  government  the  people  them¬ 
selves  are  responsible  for  conditlcms 
that  prevail.  If  we  are  to  have  good 
government  with  worthy  laws  to  en¬ 
force,  and  then  have  good  men  to 
enforce  them  the  people  who  vote 
must  take  seriously  their  responsi¬ 
bilities.  Too  many  of  our  otherwise 
be.st  Christian  people  in  the  state  fail 
at  this  point.  Once  I  heard  E>r.  George 
W.  Truett  say  that  America  is  af¬ 
flicted  with  bad  citizenship  of  good 
men. 

When  great  principles  are  at  stake 
God’s  people  and  individuals  who  love 
their  country  can  not  remain  neutral. 
To  do  so  spells  tragedy.  The  legis¬ 
lature  is  now  in  session  and  there  is 
a  probability  that  we  shall  have  a 
state-wide  referendum  on  the  liquor 
question.  If  so,  every  Christian  should 


be  ready  to  vote.  No  true  genuine 
Christian  will  vote  to  legalize  whis¬ 
key.  It  is  fundamentally  wrong  and 
he  is  blind  who  cannot  see  that  le¬ 
galizing  always  makes  it  worse. 
Christian  people  are  against  evil  and 
dare  not  compromise. 

BOOTLEGGING  NOT  STOPPED 
BY  REPEAL 

Sixteen  years  ago  in  December  the 
18th  amendment  was  repealed,  and 
prohlbtlon  officially  ended  in  Amer¬ 
ica.  One  of  the  chief  arguments  for 
repeal  was  to  stop  bootlegging.  To¬ 
day  bootlegging  constitutes  one  of 
the  major  problems  in  our  national 
life.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that 
bootleggers  are  operating  largely  in 
a  three  hundred  mile-wide-strip  from 
Balitmore  to  Florida  and  are  raking 
in  an  estimated  annual  take  from 
fifty  to  three  hundred  and  fifty  mil¬ 
lion  dollars.  The  main  stimulus  to  the 
traffic  arises  from  the  nine  dollars 
per  gallon  tax  on  alcohol.  Bootlegging 
originated  in  the  saloon  days.

Dr.  E.  N.  Patterson,  professor  of 
Homeletics  at  the  New  Orleans  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  Seminary  has  writ¬ 
ten  the  editor  of  the  Christian  Cen¬ 
tury  questioning  his  sincerity  or 
knowledge  concerning  Baptist  affairs.

Lurena  Church  in  Smith  County 
has  completed  a  new  church  plant, 
at  a  cost  of  $14,500.  A  total  of  $650 
was  paid  on  the  building  by  the  State 
Mission  Board,  which,  together  with 
what  has  been  paid  by  the  church, 
leaves  a  debt  of  $3,350. 

The  building  is  36’  by  48’,  with  a  16’ 
by  52’  T  at  the  back. 

The  church  was  organized  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1932,  by  Rev.  D.  W.  Moulder, 
who  served  as  pastor  until  January 
1,  1948.  Since  that  time.  Rev.  Quentoi^ 
E.  Floyd  of  Raleigh  has  served  as 
pastor,  holding  services  in  the  after¬ 
noon.  Eight  professions  were  made 
last  year.  Ten  percent  of  the  church 
budget  is  sent  to  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  and  the  church  takes  an  active 
part  in  all  phases  of  the  denomina¬ 
tional  program.

I  wonder  sometimes  as  I  read  your 
magazine,  and  I  always  read  it,  if  you 
are  as  ignorant  of  what  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  believe  as  you  seem  to  be,  or  if 
you  Just  want  to  misrepresent  us  before 
your  readers. 

In  the  December  7  issue  you  make 
this  statement,  “The  Oklahoma  and  Ar¬ 
kansas  purges  were  intended  to  stop  a 
growing  tendency  among  Southern  Bai> 
lists  to  accept  members  of  other  evan¬ 
gelical  churches  as  Christian  .  .  .”  This 
implies  something  that  is  absolutely 
false  and  I  am  taking  for  granted  that 
you  do  not  know  any  better  because  of 
your  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  Baptist 
position  on  Salvation.  I  have  never  met 
a  Baptist  who  questioned  a  person’s  sal¬ 
vation  because  he  or  she  was  a  member 
of  some  other  Evangelical  church.  Cer¬ 
tainly  you  .should  know  that  Baptists  be¬ 
lieve  that  one  is  saved  by  his  accepting 
Jesus  Christ  by  faith  as  a  personal  Sa¬ 
viour  apart  from  membership  in  any 
church. 

We  do  have  certain  things  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  church  membership,  as  all 
other  churches  have,  and  we  believe 
these  things  are  based  on  the  teaching 
of  tie  New  Testament.  W  have  no  fall¬ 
ing  out'  with  any  church  teaching  any¬ 
thing  that  it  wishes  to  teatch  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  church  membership,  and  we 
desire  to  have  the  same  right  for  ooi^ 
selves. 

I  might  add  this  since  you  are  leading 
in  the  ecumenical  movement.  We  believe 
that  Baptists  have  a  message  that  no 
other  Evangelical  church  can  deliver  for 
us,  and  because  of  this  conviction  we 
will  continue  of  other  denominations 
may  already  be  located  there.  We  be¬ 
lieve  that  other  churches  which  have 
like  convictions  should  do  the  same 
thing.  If  a  church  does  not  have  con¬ 
viction  that  it  has  a  message  that  no 
other  church  can  deliver  for  it,  then  why 
not  disband  and  go  out  of  business? 

1  want  you  to  know  that  this  letter  is 
going  to  all  Southern  Baptist  papers  in 
the  South,  and  I  believe  you  owe  it  to 
us  to  correct  the  false  implication  that 
you  have  left  with  your  readers.

Finds  Christianity 
Made  Gains  In  1949 

WINSTON-SALEM,  N.  C.— (RNS)— 
Christianity  made  many  Important 
gains  in  1949  despite  continuing  world 
unrest  and  uncertainty,  Bishop  J. 
Kenneth  Pfohl,  hedd  of  the  Southern 
ProTince  of  the  Moravian  Church, 
stated  in  his  annual  year-end  mes¬ 
sage. 

Bishop  Pfohl  pointed  to  four  impor¬ 
tant  factors  which,  he  said,  spear¬ 
headed  the  advance  of  Christianity. 
They  were; 

(1)  The  growing  activity  of  the 
Bible  societies,  especially  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Bible  Society. 

(2)  The  United  Evangelistic  Ad¬ 
vance,  sponsored  by  the  Federal 
Council  of  Churches  and  11  non¬ 
member  Churches. 

<3)  A  stronger  emphasis  upon  the 
religious  element  in  education.  Bi.sh- 
op  Pfohl  noted  Increa.sed  interest  in 
the  problem  of  providing  religious 
instruction  in  the  public  schools. 

(4)  The  organization  of  the  church¬ 
es’  laymen.  This  is  a  wholesome 
movement,  he  declared,  which  should 
have  been  In.stltuted  long  ago.

Charge  Italians  Close 
Mission  School,  Orphanage 

ABILENE,  Tex.— (RNS)— A  mission 
school  and  orphanage  operated  by 
the  Church  of  Christ  at  FTascatl, 
Italy,  has  been  closed  and  its  22  boys 
ordered  out  by  the  FTascatl  chief  of 
police.  It  was  disclosed  here  by  de¬ 
nominational  officials. 

At  the  same  time,  a  cable  from 
Cline  R.  Paden,  missionary  to  FTas- 
cati,  revealed  that  seven  missionar¬ 
ies  at  the  closed  sch(x>l  face  the  loss 
of  their  temporary  visas.  The  visas 
are  valid  until  Jan.  13,  1950. 

Several  hundred  Christmas  pack¬ 
ages  have  been  confiscated  by  Italian 
customs  officials  in  recent  days,  Pa¬ 
den  said,  and  he  requested  that 
Amercan  members  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  stop  sending  such  gifts. 

The  mission  school  at  FTascati,  it 
became  known,  had  been  operating 
under  verbal  permission  given  by 
County  Bulioni,  vice  prefect  of  Rome. 

Gerald  Paden  of  Abilene  Christian 
College  here  said  that  it  was  only  be¬ 
cause  of  pressure  exerted  by  the  State 
Department  last  July  that  the  seven 
missionaries  had  been  able  to  remain 
in  Frascati  to  operate  the  orphanage.

Presbyterians,  Free  Methodists 
Lead  In  Per  Copita  Giving 

ATLANTA,  Oa.— (RNS)— Per  capita 
giving  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  (Southern)  in  1949  was 
$52.64— largest  figure  of  any  Protes¬ 
tant  denomination  having  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  250.000  or  more,  it  was  an¬ 
nounced  at  the  denomination’s  head¬ 
quarters  here.  The  figures  were  based 
on  statistics  compiled  by  the  United. 
Stewardship  Council. 

Largest  per  capita  giving  of  any 
denomination  affiliated  with  the 
Stewardship  Council,  regardless  of 
size,  was  $14821,  received  by  the  FTee 
Methodist  Church.  This  represents  a 
contribution  of  $2A5  per  week  per 
member.  The  Presbyterian  total 
breaks  down  to  a  little  more  than 
$1  a  week  per  member. 

About  75  cents  a  week  was  given  by 
the  2,330,136  members  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  In  the  U.  8.  A. 
(“Northern”)  to  achieve  a  per  capita 
figure  of  $36.94.  The  Methodist 
(Church  with  a  given  total  of  8,651,062 
members,  was  reported  as  attaining  a 
per  capita  figure  of  $22.70,  or  less 
than  50  cents  weekly  per  member. 
Southern  Baptists,  with  6.000,000 
members,  receivinl  a  total  of  $156,606,- 
414,  or  about  M  cents  a  week  per 
m(*mber.

1.  A  GLANCE  AT 
THE  RECENT  HISTORY 
We  studied  last  week  tbe  spectacular 
snd  supernatural  events  occurring  on 
tbe  day  of  Pentecost.  And  before  that 
the  story  of  our  Lord's  last  earthly  in¬ 
terview  with  His  disciples  and  His  re¬ 
turn  to  heaven.  Prom  this  wonderful 
.-u-ene  of  His  going  up  into  heaven,  the 
di.sciples  of  our  Lord  returned  into  Je- 
ru.->alem  where  they  waited  Hks  will  for 
Uiem.  They  abode  In  the  city,  rejoicing 
in  the  facta  of  His  resurrection.  His  ap¬ 
pearances  to  them.  His  words  of  com- 
(ort,  assurance  attd  command.  His  de¬ 
parture  from  them  and  the  words  of- 
promise  of  the  men  in  white  who  stood 
by  them  to  assure  them  that  "This  same 
Jesus  who  was  received  up  from  you 
into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  man¬ 
ner  as  ye  beheld  Him  going  into  heaven. 

"Theii  ten  days  of  waiting  ended,  came 
the  descent  4  the  Spirit,  the  accompany¬ 
ing  gift  of  tongues,  the  wonder  of  the 
p«-opie,  the  preaching  of  Peter,  the  per¬ 
sonal  work  of  the  disciples,  the  harvest 
of  3.000  sonls  In  a  day.  Today  we  study 
the  condlMoitB  hi  the  new  society  of 
Christians  growing  ool  of  the  rhain  of 
evente  which  culminated  in  Pentecost;

II.  STEADFAST  ADHERENl-E  TO 
THE  APOSTOLIC  TEACHING 
Christianity  Is  not  a  system  men  build 
up;  it  Is  a  system  handed  down.  Chris¬ 
tianity  la  not  an  evolution;  it  is  a  reve- 
laUun.  cauistlnnliy  is  not  primarily  a 
religioo;  OhrisUanty  is  primarily  a  life. 
Christian  tenchlngs  are  not  vain  abatrac- 
trons  about  Ood:  they  axe  very  delinite 
revelations  of  His  character.  His  right- 
eou.sness,  and  His  will  regarding  man, 
the  faith  of  man,  the  life  of  man,  the 
activlUes  of  man,  the  destiny  of  man. 

The  beginning  of  the  Christian  life  is 
in  an  effort  to  find  out  what  Christian 
teachings  are  and  to  practice  them. 
From  the  very  first  this  ia  the  main  task 
and  objective.  “What  wilt  thou  have  me 
to  do’’  has  been  tbe  query  of  the  con¬ 
victed  sinner  through  all  the  years,  and 
after  tbe  sinner  has  been  converted,  it 
remains  the  query  of  the  Christian  for¬ 
ever,  They  strove  to  learn  the  teaching 
and  to  practice  it  as  they  learned  it, 
and  so,  ’They  continued  steadfa.stly  in 
the  apostles’  teaching.” 

in.  SHARED  ALL  POEHE8SIONS 
“FdUwshlp”  Is  the  tranalaiiaw  mt  a 
word  wUcdi  means  sharing.  These  peeple 
shared  their  Christlaa  Jays'  and  eaperi- 
encea,  tbedr  prayers  and  ainglags,  their 
load  and  drink,  and.  abave  aad  beyand 
all.  I  verily  believe,  they  shared  their 
duUea  toward  the  Lurd.  Here  la  a  point 
we  are  prone  ta  forget,  bat  wc  ought  to 
point  all  our  Christian  lives  by  this 
IHiiiiter.  Fellowship  occars  when  people 
share  utterly  with  their  aasoriates  and 
receive  gbully  what  their  associates 
"hare  with  them. 

Now,  the  first  disciples  had  received 
from  the  Lord  a  directive  that  they 
should  be  witnesses  unto  Him  where  they 
were  and  even  where  they  were  not  to 
the  uUerihoet  bounds  of  the  earth.  Is  this 
directive  at  the  Lord,  thu  declaration 
to  tbe  disciples  on  the  Mount  of  Olives, 
as  He  was  about  to  go  away  from  them, 
in  tbe  nature  of  a  task  aasigned  them?

It  at  supper  time  and  at  a  special  serv¬ 
ice  called  for  this  purpose,  four-fifths  of 
the  trouble  and  embarrassment  w«  are 
now  having  on  account  of  the  practice 
of  open  communion  arouW  disappear.

S.B.C.  Radio  Commission 

When  the  Radio  Commission 
launched  Its  current  Baptist  Hour  on 
ABC  on  a  commercial  basis  It  ceased 
to  participate  In  the  broadcasting 
schedule  of  the  Southern  Religious 
Radio  Conference  on-a  free  basis.  This 
was  essential.  Hence,  the  broadcasting 
schedule  of  this  Conference  was  left 
to  the  other  member-groups,  all  of 
whom  are  members  of  The  Federal 
Council  of  Churches.  Furthermore,  all 
the  present  members  of  the  Southern 
Religious  Radio  Conference  are  active 
members  of  the  PfBtestant  Radio 
Commission  which  is  affiliated  with 
the  Federal  Council.  Thus,  this  net¬ 
work  on  a  free  broadcast  basis  is  to 
adl  practical  purposes  under  the  lead¬ 
ership  of  the  Federal  Council. 

Two  Factual  Statements 

Two  factual  statements  need  to  be 
made : 

1.  under  the  direction  of  the 
Southeastern  Intercouncil  office  of  ' 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches,  and 
with  the  fullest  sympathy  and  coop¬ 
eration  of  every  major  denomination, 
except  Baptists,  the  South  is  rapidly 
being  organized  and  marshalled  by 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches. 

2.  Wherever  the  Federal  Council  has 
power  it  controls  religious  broadcast¬ 
ing  nationally  and  locally. 

What  Are  Baptists  To  Do? 

As  we  face  these  rugged  realities 
your  Radio  Commission  earnestly 
urges  the  following  as  the  only  ap¬ 
parent  way  out: 

1.  Make  the  current  Baptist  Hour 
on  ABC  completely  successful  finan¬ 
cially  and  spiritually.  Such  a  network 
will  enable  us’  to  render  our  Lord  a 
peerless  service  as  well  as  kept  Bap¬ 
tists  definitely  In  the  radio  picture 
in  the  South. 

2.  Maintain  the  highest  standards 
of  quality  In  all  our  broadcasts — 
Southwide  and  locally,  live  and  tran¬ 
scribed.  Radio  station  management 
likes  this  and  will  respond  favorably 
to  It. 

3.  Capitalize  on  the  strength  of 
Baptists  in  the  local  community,  in 
the  States  and  In  the  whole  Conven¬ 
tion  territory.  It  cannot  be  “in  the 
public  Interest”  for  so  large  percent¬ 
age  of  the  religious  population  to  be 
left  out  of  the  broadcast  picture. 

Our  Pledge 

The  Radio  Commission  is  in  fullest 
sympathy  with  the  repeated  actions 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  not  becoming  affiliated  .with  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches.  We  also 
recognize  the  extreme  difficulty  we 
face  when  all  the  major  denomina¬ 
tions  of  the  South — except  Baptists — 
are  members  of  the  Federal  Council 
of  Churches  and  thus  can  make  a 
common  approach  to  radio  manage¬ 
ment  for  religious  broadcast  time.  In 
this  extremely  difficult  situation, 
your  Baptist  Radio  Commission 
pledges  its  best  to  lead  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  In  an  effective  radio  ministry — 
Southwide  and  locally,  which  will 
honor  ouf  Blessed  Lord  In  the  proc- 
Umation  of  His  truth.

Millionaire  Convert  Testifies 
At  Methodist  Advance 

PHILADELPHIA—  (RNS)  —Asa  Q. 
Candler,  Jr.,  of  Atlanta,  heir  to  the 
Coca  Cola  fortune,  flew  here  in  his 
private  plane  to  give  Christian  testi¬ 
mony  at  the  Methodist  Advance. 

“You  can’t  get  people  to  church — 
especially  the  worse  kind  of  sinners, 
of  which  I’ve  been  one— unless  you  go 
out  and  get  them,”  the  millionaire 
convert  told  1.000  visiting  pastors  who 
were  conducting  a  crusade  for  new 
members  in  330  Philadelphia  area 
churches. 

Candler  told  how  “after  many  years 
of  dissipation  and  drunkenness,  I 
have  found  service  to  be  more  satis¬ 
fying  than  selfishness." 

In  recent  years  he  said  he  had 
placed  himself  at  the  call  of  the 
Church  to  do  anything  and  go  any¬ 
where,  “realizing  that  the  Lord’s 
business  comes  ahead  of  my  own,  and 
that  all  my  money  really  belongs  to 
the  Lord.” 

“I  was  brought  up  right  in  a  Meth¬ 
odist  family  but  I  didn’t  stay  that 
way.”  he  said.  “Neither  my  wife  nor 
my  uncle  (the  late  Senior  Bishop 
Warren  Candler  of  the  M.  E.  Church 
South)  ever  nagged  me  for  my  drink¬ 
ing.  It  would  not  have  done  any  good. 
Nagging  never  does  any  good,  for 
when  a  man  drinks  he  is  selfish.” 

Candler  has  become  a  prominent 
Methodist  layman  and  now  frequently 
uses  his  private  plane  In  the  business 
of  the  Church.  His  wife  is  a  member 
of  a  Baptist  church  in  Atlanta.

ADAMS  TAKES  POLL  ON 
CHRISTIAN  LIVING  AMONG 
LABOR,  BUSINESSMEN 

RICHMOND,  V».— (BP)— Do  yoo 
make  a  conalatent  effort  to  follow  the 
Golden  Rule  In  your  buaineas  deal¬ 
ing?  Will  you  state  frankly  whether 
you  believe  yourself  to  be  a  good 
Christian?  Do  you  read  the  Bible? 
Does  it  help  in  business?  In  personal 
affairs?  How  much  money  do  you  give 
to  churches?  Do  you  go  to  church 
weekly?  Do  you  pray? 

These  are  some  of  the  questions  Dr. 
Theodore  F.  Adams,  pastor.  First 
Church,  Richmond,  recently  asked 
240  business  and  labor  leaders  of  his 
town.  A  total  of  126  of  them  answered. 
Dr.  Adams  conducted  his  survey  on 
the  basis  of  a  similar  national  inves¬ 
tigation  made  by  Forbes  magazine. 

In  Richmond  99  per  cent  of  the 
business  men  answering  claimed  to 
make  a  consistent  effort  to  follow  the 
Golden  Rule  in  business  dealings.  On 
the  same  question  88  per  cent  of  the 
labor  leaders  answered  yes. 

On  the  question  of  consistent 
Christian  living  the  score  was  not  as 
encouraging.  Only  26  per  cent  of  the 
business  leaders  and  12  per  cent  of 
the  labor  leaders  thought  themselves 
good  Christians.  This  compared  to  41 
per  cent  for  national  business  leaders 
and  39  per  cent  for  national  labor 
leaders,  as  discovered  by  a  survey  by 
Forbes  magazine. 

Richmond  business  and  labor  lead¬ 
ers  read  the  Bible  the  same  with  25 
per  cent  reading  it  frequehUy.  How¬ 
ever,  80  per  cent  thinks  the  Bible 
helps  them  In  attaining  their  person¬ 
al  goals.  88  per  cent  of  the  labor  lead¬ 
ers  find  that  it  helps.  It  helps  about 
the  same  in  attaining  business  goals. 

Richmond  leaders  are  more  liberal 
with  churches.  All  of  them  give  as 
much  as  10  per  cent.  Only  88  per  cent 
of  the  national  business  leaders  give 
as  much  as  10  per  cent  and  95  per 
cent  of  the  labor  leaders  give  that 
amount  or  more. 

Business  goes  to  church  better  in 
Richmond  where  53  per  cent  goes 
weekly  as  compared  to  41  per  cent  na¬ 
tionally.  Labor  does  better  nationally 
with  50  per  cent  as  compared  to  38 
per  cent  In  Richmond.  Both  labor 
and  business  pray  better  than  they 
go  to  church.  In  Richmond  73  per 
cent  of  business  and  63  per  cent  of 
labor  prays  daily.  This  compares  na¬ 
tionally  76  per  cent  of  business  and 
61  per  cent  of  labor. 
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Department  Store 
Starts  Day 
With  Prayer 

LIN(X)LN,  Neb— (RNS)— For  more 
than  30  years  a  department  store  here 
has  started  each  business  day  with  a 
,  prayer. 

The  practice  goes  back  to  the  first 
world  war,  when  William  Gold,  found¬ 
er  and  president,  approved  a  moment 
of  silent  prayer  for  the  safety  of 
American  soldiers  on  Europe’s  battle¬ 
fields. 

Employees  of  the  store  are  asked 
•  to  stand  at  respectful  attention  for 
about  one  minute  esu:h  morning.  Some 
find  it  about  the  right  length  of  time 
to  recite  the  Lord’s  Prayer. 

Observers  here  think  the  success  of 
the  store  stems  in  part  from  the 
ideals  of  Its  founder  and  his  succes¬ 
sor  and  their  belief  In  “the  right  start 
for  each  new  day.” 


N.  C.  BAPTISTS  DISAGREE 
ON  AID  TO  HOSPITAL 

WINOTON-SALKM.  N.  C.— (RNS)— 
A  split  among  North  Carolina  Baptists 
has  resulted  from  an  action  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention’s  General 
Board  in  voting  to  accept  federal  and 
state  funds  to  help  pay  for  building 
an  addition  to  the  Baptist  Hospital 
here. 

The  board  voted  21  to  12,  at  a  re¬ 
cent  meeting,  to  accept  $697,356  from 
the  North  Carolina  Medical  Care 
Commission  for  expanding  the  hos¬ 
pital.  "rhe  amount  represents  44  per 
cent  of  the  total  cost  of  the  project. 

Several  board  members  spoke  vigor¬ 
ously  at  the  meeting  against  accept¬ 
ing  the  funds.  Since  then,  other  mem¬ 
bers  have  criticized  the  board’s  action, 
and  the  question  is  expected  to  come 
up  again  at  the  board’s  semi-annual 
meeting  at  Charlotte,  Jan.  16-17. 

Commenting  on  the  action,  the 
Biblical  Recorder,  official  organ  of 
the  Convention,  said: 

“In  the  main,  the  arguments  for 
the  acceptance  of  this  money  were 
that  the  action  would  not  violate  the 
separation  of  Church  and  State,  for 
the  government  was  merely  buying 
Indirectly  the  services  of  the  hospit¬ 
al,  and  it  was  in  the  form  of  a  loan  or 
grant  which  Is  to  be  paid  back  by 
‘full  and  definite  services  rendered’  in 
the  care  of  the  sick.’  ’ 

The  opposition  viewpoint  was  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  Recorder  by  the  Rev. 
Garland  Hendericks  of  Wake  County, 
who  was  present  at  the  board  meet¬ 
ing. 

“We  are  unalterably  opposed,"  he 
wrote,  “to  our  Convention  .through' 
any  of  its  institutions,  obligating  it¬ 
self  in  any  way  to  our  state  or  fed¬ 
eral  government  by  accepting  funds 
for  expansion  purposes. 

“We  must  work  hand  in  hand  with 
our  government  in  every  possible  way 
to  make  it  strong  and  pure.  But  we 
must  not  obligate  the  government  to 
our  churches,  nor  must  we  obligate 
our  churches  to  the  government." 
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Southern  Baptists  Now  Have 
712  Foreign  Missionaries 

RICHMOND,  Va.— (BP)— Southern 
Baptists  now  carry  on  foreign  mis¬ 
sion  work  in  120  strategic  world  cen¬ 
ters,  located  in  24  different  countries. 
These  mission  stations  are  staffed 
with  712  active  missionaries.  The  an¬ 
nouncement  was  made  by  Dr.  M. 
Theron  Rankin,  secretary  of  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board,  in  the  January 
issue  of  The  Commission,  the  board’s 
news  Journal. 

The  120  strategic  centers.  Dr.  Ran¬ 
kin  said,  “Reach  out  to  great  areas 
and  vast  populations  through  2,000 
churches  and  3,000  preaching  sta¬ 
tions,  with  between  175,000  and  200,- 
000  members;  .  ,  ,  2,500  Sunday 
schools  with  150,000  pupils,  through 
1,700  woman’s  missionary  societies 
with  30,000  members,  through  Chris¬ 
tian  leaders  that  are  being  trained  in 
eighteen  theological  Institutions  with 
600  students,  through  the  Influence 
of  474  academic  schools  from  kinder¬ 
garten  to  university  grade  with  49,606 
pupils.  .  .  ." 

Plans  are  being  laid  for  a  total  of 
1,750  missionaries  supported  by  a  for¬ 
eign  mission  budget  of  $10,000,000.
